R epresentative Sands charged that 
the bill in its original form gave to 
the druggists a monopoly on the sale 
of aT medicines containing narcotics. 
He said that the Dill would prevent 
the country m erchant from selling 
cough syrups and that the physician 
would not lie permitted to obtain nar­ 
cotics for use in their legitimate pro­ 
fession except on prescription from 
a druggist. 
Mr. Keegan insisted that his bill 
did not take away any right nowr pos­ 
sessed by stores, other than drug 
stores, to sell patent medicine contain­ 
ing a trace of narcotics. 
Representative Thornton of New Al­ 
bany, in speaking in behalf of the bill, 
charged that one man runs a drug 
store iu his home town for no other 
reason than to sell cocaine. 
He said 
that this druggist was among those 
petitioning the legislature to defeat 
the Keegan bill. 
“ [ want to put that fellow out cf 
business to prevent him from selling 
dope to the dope fiends,” said Mr. 
Thornton. 
Representative Genolin 
of 
BrQWU 
county, a druggist, spoke in behalf of 
the hill, and he said that he had re­ 
ceived letters from physicians ask 
ing to support 
the measure. 
Of the 
four am endm ents adopted, 
the im­ 
portant one provides 
that nothing in 
this act shall he construed to prevent 
the legitimate dispensation of said 
drugs, their salts, compounds and de­ 
rivatives by a duly registered prac­ 
ticing physician, duly licensed veteri­ 
narian or duly licensed dentist.’’ 
The 
vote on this am endm ent was 65 to 
26. 


W ill Have S m e ll in g Committee. 
Representative Combs's resolution 
providing for a special committee to 
investigate the statem ent by Repre­ 
sentative Weisman, .in a committee 
meeting, that he had seen a member

A fter the .lameson raid on 
the Transvaal Mr. Hammond was ar 
rested on a charge of complicity and 
sentenced to death. 
The sentence was 
commuted to fifteen years’ imprison­ 
ment, but he soon was released on 
paym ent of a fine of $125.000.

“Our jaw s are considerably narrow ­ 
er th an th ose of our ancestors, and un­ 
less some great ch anges are made in 
our mode of life ev olution will breed a 
race of men wh o are practically tooth ­ 
less. 
We h av e only to compare th e 
skull of an ancient British er with th at 
of a man of th e present day to see th e 
great difference in th e size of th e Jaw. 
“Th e jaw of tiie av erage twentieth 
century y oung man is narrow, some­ 
times almost pointed, and more often 
th an not recedes from th e perpendicu­ 
lar face line.

Th ere 
was a sh ort wh ile wh en th e field guns 
were not pounding away , a breath ing 
spell to allow foreign consuls and non- 
com batants to leav e th e sore pressed 
city , but th e th undering began again 
and th e am ph ith eater of h ills in wh ich 
th e city lies is dark with th e smoke 
of fires started in many parts of th e 
Ottoman city by th e sh rapnel of th e 
Bulgars, 
Under th e cov er of th e bombard­ 
m ent a div ision of Bulgarian figh ting 
men went out against th e forts th ey 
h av e attacked so often since October. 
Dispatch es receiv ed from th e capitals 
of th e inv olv ed countries—for since 
th e w ar was begun anew th ere h as 
been no word from th e front, nor is 
th ere any likelih ood of receiv ing such 
—indicate th at th e attack failed. 
On th e wh ole it is believ ed by mil­ 
itary men th at th e Bulgarians and 
Serv ians h av e in th eir attack upon 
Adrianople th e most difficult of tasks. 
Th ey do not seem to be able to pene­ 
trate th e outer line of forts, and once 
th ey do th is th ey are face to face with 
anoth er and ev en stronger line of de­ 
fenses.

Yet with all th e th undering of can­ 
non tlie belief th at peace is but a m at­ 
ter of a few day s still iiersists h ere 
and in th e European capitals.

Th e general opinion seems to h e 
th at th e new Turkish 
gov ernment,
